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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-2; 4-5; 7-20 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter. 

In regard to independent claim 1 , while, the prior art of record disclose of a 
portable electronic device, comprising: a speaker connected to a sound signal source; a 
receiver for sound reproduction, where the receiver is connected to the sound signal 
source, the speaker and the receiver sharing a back volume space within the portable 
electronic device; and a control unit to: actively damp the receiver while the speaker is 
active by controlling voltage or current applied to the receiver such that movement of a 
membrane of the receiver is suppressed to actively reduce acoustic leakage from the 
receiver when the speaker is active. 

However, none of the prior art of record disclose of such specific wherein 
the speaker connected to a sound signal source a first sound signal source ; a receiver 
for sound reproduction, where the receiver is connected to a second sound signal 
source. 



Similarly independent claims 12, 15, 17 have been analyzed and allowed for 
same reason as independent claim 1. 
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In regard to independent claim 5, while, the prior art of record disclose of a 
method for sound reproduction for a portable electronic device including a speaker and 
a receiver for sound reproduction, comprising: providing sound reproduction via the 
speaker and the receiver, the speaker and the receiver being connected to a sound 
signal source, the receiver and the speaker sharing a back volume, and actively 
damping the receiver while the speaker is active, where the actively damping the 
receiver comprises: controlling voltage or current applied to the receiver to suppress 
movement of a membrane of the receiver in order to reduce leakage from the receiver 
when the speaker is active. 

However, none of the prior art of record disclose of such specific wherein 
the speaker and the receiver being connected to different sound signal sources . 

Similarly independent claim 14 has been analyzed and allowed for same reason 
as independent claim 5.
